EAL NEWS 

Last year the British Parlfament en- 
acted law prohibiting the publication of the 
detalled evidence presented in divorce 
courts. The law was intended as a protec- 
tion for public morals and a. guard against 
the possibility of popularizing the divorce 
courts through newspaper publicity. The 
law has been effective for three months, 
but already newspapers of Great Britain 
are doubting the wisdom of continuing it. 

“We have little doubt,” says the London 
Law Times, “that the divorce courts will 
be resorted to much more freely, owing to 
the absence of publicity.” Statistics avail- 
able indicate that some such reaction is un- 
der way. The cases pending when the divorce 
court opened for its 1927 business were 488 
as against 452 the previous year and in two 
months they were augmented by 282 new 
cases. 

The trend of the times is gauged by the 
spirit of the people and their spirit is in- 
fluenced by an understanding of what is 
going on in every walk of life and every 
relation of the socicl organization. Mod- 
ern society is very complicated, yet very 
nicely adjusted and many well-meaning ef- 
forts to improve it only upset the gears and 
flood the carburetors of the carefully engi- 
neered machine.

EY TO THE PACIFIC 

Vitally important to the welfare of the 
people of the west coast of America is the 
naval and military development of Hawaii, 
the key to the Pacific. On this account 
one notes with interest the data on the 
strategical value of that island Territory 
presented by Edward P. Warner, Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy for aviation. Mr. 
Warner, who has been making a tour of in- 
spection of our island and coast defenses, 
was lately in Los Angeles and San Diego 
and is now on his way to Washington to 
make his report. 

This young man, who guides the Navy's 
activities In the air, stressed in an inter- 
view in this city the strategical importance 
of the present Federal plans for greatly in- 
creasing the fiying forces at the crossroads 
of the Pacific. “Congress,” he said, “has 
seen the need of these things, and we are 
Teady to establish in Honolulu the adequéte 
fiying strength.” 

It is manifest that aircraft is Hawail's 
ideal defense. The islands, remote in the 
Pacific, could be molested by no enemy 
planes except those that might be carried 
by surface craft, and these would be oper- 
ated at a distinct disadvantage. Honolulu 
soon will have planes by the hundred, han- 
gars, shops, fields and an able corps of men 
for the new service. The aviators will have 
a mild and equable climate in which to con- 
their operations—probably as well-suit- 
ea to their work as any to be found else- 
where.
